Minute s of the 12th Council meeting 
of Merton M.D. was held in Winona 
Sshool House on Saturday January 
3rd at 12 noon. 

A1 Councillors were present. The 
minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and passed on motion of Clr- 
Sharf. 

On motion of Clr Wilson Secretary 
was instructed to levy a rate of 2 
mills on all assessable land included 
in Lloydminster Hospital District to 
cover Hospital expenses for 1919. 

In connection with the erection of 
a fence on the road diversion through 
E 36-46-2 Mr. T. McLaughlin was 
authorized by Council to employ a 
man to build the fence and send in the 
bill to the Council for payment, the 
cost of erection not to exsceed $30.00. 

On the motion of Clr Mackay, By¬ 
law No. 19 was drafted to provire for 
the borrowing of the sum of $30000.00 
fo r the purpose of supplying seed 
grain to the resident farmers of the 
District for the spring seeding season 
of 1920. 

The By-law received its three read¬ 
ings by unanimous vote: and was de¬ 
clared by the reeve done and passed 
in council. 

The Reeve and Secy.-Treas were 
authorized to borrow the sum of 

$10000.00 to meet the immediate de- 

» 

mands for seed grain from ratepayers- 

Clrs Mackay and Sharf were ap¬ 
pointed a committee to arrange with 
the bank for seed grain credits for 
the spring seeding season of 1920. 

All applications from ratepayers 
for seed grain should be in the Sec¬ 
retary's office before Feb. 7th. 

Clr Sharf was appointed by council 
•as seed grain buyer, for the district 
at a rate of $5.00 per day and ex¬ 
penses- 

L. Moffatt was appointed assessor 
for range 1 of the Municipal District

mals almost as large as oats, and so, 
gorged with food that they could hard- ; 
ly move. They ran over us in the dug-i 
outs at night filching cheese and crack : 
ers through the hheavy waterproofed j 
squealed and fought amongthemselves 1 
at all hours- I think that it possible 
these were carrion eaters, but never 
to my knowledge, did they attack liv¬ 
ing men. While they were unpleasant 
bedfellows, we became so accustomed 
to them that we were not greatly con- j 
cerned about our very intimate assoc- 1 
iations. 

Our course qf instruction a\t the 
Parapet-etic School was brought t 0 a 
close late one evening wnen we shoul¬ 
dered ou r packs, bade good-bye to our 
friends the Gloucesters, and marched 
back in the moonlight to our billets. I 
had gained an entirely new conception 
of trench life, of the difficulties in¬ 
volved int rench building, and the im- 
mence amount of material and labiur 
needed for the work. 

Americans who are interested in 
learning of these things at first will 
do well t 0 make a grand tour of the 
renehes after the war is finished. Per 
haps the trifty contirtentals will seek 
to commercialize such advantage as 
misfortune has brough them, in pro- 
haps the Touring club of France wwil 
lay out a drew route following the wind 
ings of the firing line from the Chan¬ 
nel across the level fields f flanders 
over the Vosges Mountains ’to the 
borders of Switzerland

2. To further the interests of farm¬ 
ers and ranchers in all branches of 
agriculture; to promote the best meth¬ 
ods of farming business; to seek to 
enlarge and increase markets; to gath¬ 
er market information; to obtain by 
united efforts profitable and equitable 
prices for farm produce, and to se¬ 
cure the best and cheapest transport¬ 
ation. 

3. To watch, influence and pro¬ 
mote legislation relative to the ob.

and to take any legimate action nec¬ 
essary for this purpose. 

4. To promote social anitercourse,.

5. To settle disputes between mem¬ 
bers without recourse to law when¬ 
ever possible. 

6. To take into consideration any

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THE HIGH COST OF LIVING IS A 

PROBLEM AS OLD AS HISTORY 


This story ought to bear a date line, 
and that date 'line ought to be some¬ 
thing like 300 B.C. For it deals with 
something which is seldom seen in 
trade magazines, and which is pub¬ 
lished with the risk that it may earn 
the accusation of ‘‘ancient history.” 

This is the story of the struggles 
that the ancient kings and emperors 
had with an angry jiopuigce. aroused 
over' ithe “unfair” prices for palm oil, 
for wines and for the rich products 
of ravished lands. 

It may be dry, but there is some, 
thing funny about it, when we Ithink 
that the humble Roman artizan fre¬ 
quently wa s unable 'to buy beans for 
his family, for the same reason that 
many of his modern counterparts find 
themselves unable to graitify their 
tastes in more palatable foods. 

It is the old, old story of ithe high 
cost of livingg, and if in the reading 
something of interest may be found, 
then the author will feel well repaid 
for his ripping into the dusty tomes 
which carry the records of ancient 
people,' some of whose very cities lie 
in ruins- 

The Roman Emperor Julian created 
one of the first committees of investi¬ 
gation. That emperor lived about six¬ 
teen hundred years ago. Gibbon tells 
something about his cost of living 
worries in that wonderful book. “Fall 
and Decline of the Roman Empire," 
In that volume we read of the anxie¬ 
ties of the populace, of the hoarding 
much the same stuff; in our daily pa- 
feed speculators. We can read very 
practiced, and of the crimes of the 
that the more wealthy consumers 
pers, page one. almomst any day.

Repeats. ’ 

But Emperor Julian was not the 
first to be confronted with so serious 


a problem- Six hundred years before 
hi s time, or twenty-two hundred years 
ago, Chihoang-ti the Chinese king who 
built the Great Wall of China, had a 
busy time of it fixing things up so that 
■all his people could get a square meal 
without drawing on the bank too fre¬ 
quently. 

Bi,ble students will recall the 
troubles which the Hebrews had. 

And all through the pages of his. 
tory we read of the efforts of the kings 
and emperors, stewards and estates, 
to fix things up so that the poor con¬ 
sumer did not have too hard a time : 
of it. 

Emperor Julian fixed the price of 
corn. But even then the wily spec¬ 
ulator “beat him to it!” Imperial 
wheat was purchased and stored, then 
secretly doled out, at exorbitant pdices 
for that time. Those old Romamn 
merchants were no novices at the 
game of speculation- But Emperor 
Julian was not the first price-fixer. 

Price fixing had been restarted to 
before Emperor Julian’s time. : We 
read in the Bible, one of the most in 
teresting of books, the following: “And 
there was a great famine in Samaria 
—an ass’s head was sold for four¬ 
score pieces of silver.” (This from 
2 Kings vi.) 

Then Elisha fixed the price of fine 
flour, “a measure for a shekel.” and 
1 ' two measures of barley for a shekel, 
in the gate of Samaria.” 

Artaxerxes Memmon had tried 
price-fixing even before that time, and 
Plutarch tells us about the Greek 
king’s vain efforts to keep down the 
cost of living. Price-fixing wa s also 
tried in Sparta, but the law on this 
was not enforced- 
Never ’ 

Succeded. 

Price-fixing seems to have succeed¬ 


ed in keeping the high cost of living 
in bounds, but Bach tells in his “His. 
tory of Money" how price-fixifig was 
urged as a remedy to keep down costs 
in the British Isles in the sixteenth 
century. I z 

The following is extracted from 
Bach’s work. 

‘ ‘The price of wheat against which 
the populace had risen had become 
standardized- The price of labour 
had gone up somewhot to meet, half 
way, the new price. But the accum¬ 
ulated riches augmented dangerously 
They set a higher standard of living to 
the sons and daughters of merchants; 
a standard which could only be met by 
a further' increase in profits, which 
could only be obtained, either by low¬ 
ering the price of labour or by raising 
the cost of the necesaries of life. 

"We hear now a lot about profiteer¬ 
ing. What is a fair price? How 
much profit is an honest profit? How 
can profiteering be prevented? The 
world for thousands of years. 

‘ ‘The Talmud forbids profiteering, 
and sets the limit of profit to one-sixth 
above the cost price. All profits 
above one-sixth of what was paid to 
the producer wa s illegal, and the Tal. 
mud (Baba Ba.thra, Vel II Fol- .90) 
goes into details about punishments of 
of pofiteers; Profiteers in eggs and j 
milk are treated, on the same scale as 
would-be murderers. The Talmud 

also forbids hoarding. In time of 
scarcity no more than one days provis¬ 
ions were permitted in any one house. 

And in spite of all this, prices have 
kept on going up. In the day s of 
Diocletian, another Roman who at¬ 
tempted to fix prices, pork was order¬ 
ed to be sold for seven cents per pciund 
beef for four cents, ham at twelve 
cents and veal at seven cents. The 
maximum price of butter was set at 
nine and four-fifths cents a pound. 

The high cost of living Ig a) problem 
old as creation, and pre-dates our his¬ 
tory. We will never be rid of it en¬ 
tirely. But there is one thing to re¬ 
member always and that is while it 
costs a lot more to live today, we live 
vastly better than did our poogeni'tors- 

There were no gas stoves in Rome, 
no modern plumbing though Romans 
were famous for their baths; there 
were no delectable conserves nor de¬ 
licatessen stores in those days; no 
steam-heated apartments nor w’onder- 
ons moving picture shows; no automo¬ 
biles nor any of the comforts only 
modern life offers 

If w 4 do pay more for living, we 
live better, we ,get more; and in pro¬ 
portion to our additional comforts, we 
probably pay no .more than the humble 
Roman armourer paid for his slender 
and uncertain supplies. 

The modern housewife arguing with 
the clerk in the modern market, has 
her counterpart in the pictures we 
have of old Roman wives, gesticulat¬ 
ing with Roman merchants over bas¬ 
kets of strange fruits and vegetables. 

Truly history has a long-standing 
problem in the high cost of living—a 
problem which may not be settled 
before the Millenium. 


Here is a pointer to Canadians: — 
United States and loan companies are 
letting out all the money they can to 
farmers who -will feed or breed cattle.

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WHAT IS A FENCE? THE ALBERTA 

LAW IS EXACT ON DETAIL 


The fence ordinance or Alberta de¬ 
fines a lawful fence as follows: 

1. Any of the fences hereinafter des. 
cribed shall be deemsd a lawful fence 
If it is not less than four feet high 
and consists (a) of rails or boards not 
les than four in number, 'the lower 
one not less than 18 inches from the 
ground and each panel not exceeding 
twelve feet in length: (b) of upright 
posts, boards or palings not more than 
six inches apart: (c) of barbed wire 
and a substantial top rail, the wires 
to be not less than two in number and 
the lower one not more than twenty 
inches from the ground, posts to be 
not more than sixteen and a half feet 
apart; (e) of not less than three barb¬ 
ed wire s on posts not more than fif¬ 
teen fet apart, the wires being fasten¬ 
ed to doppers not less than two inches 
in width and one in thickness of wil¬ 
low or other poles not less than one 
inch in diameter at the small end of 
wire dropper, the said dropper or 
poles being placed at regular inter¬ 
vals of not more than seven fedt 
apart; (f) of two posts spiked together 
at he top and resting on the ground 
in the shape of an A ryhich shall be 
joined by a brace firmly nailed at the 
base, with three rails firmly secured 
on the one side of the A, ( !the top rail 
not less than eighteen inches from the 
ground, there being also firmly secur¬ 
ed on !the other side of the A one rail 
not more than twenty inches from the 
ground; (g) of woven wire secured to 
posts no!t more than thirty-five feet 
apart. 


2. Any river or bank or other nat¬ 
ural boundary sufficient to keep do¬ 
mestic animals out of any land. 

3. Any fence within a rural Muni, 
cipality declared to be a lawful fence 
by a by-law or by-laws for restrain¬ 
ing animals at large, passed by such 
municipality, but this sub-section 
shall not apply to any fence immedi¬ 
ately surrounding stocks of hay or 
grain- 

4. No fence surrounding growing 
crops or crop s in process of being 
harvested shall bo deemed a lawful 
fence unless it is situated at least 
eight fee)t from such crop and other¬ 
wise complies with the provisions of 
the ordinance. 

5. Any fence surrounding stacks of 
hay or grain shall be deemed a lawful 
fence if constructed according to the 
provisions of section 3 of the ordinance 
and situaited not less than twenty feet 
from such stack.
